Sperry's Death a Blow to 


the State Department 


HAD TITLE OF "TARTAR" 


Was Strict Dlsclplanarlan, but Well 


Liked by Fellow Officers and Men 


Who Served Under Him—Command- 


ed Fleet on Round the World Jour- 


ney and Was Called For Important 


Task When Stricken 


Washington, 


mlral Charles 


Feb. 
2.—Rear Ad- 


S. Sperry, retired, 


who successfully piloted the United 
States fleet around the world In 190S- 
09, died at the Naval medical school 
hospital here of pneumonia.- 


Admiral Sperry arrived In Washing- 


ton last Friday from his home In New- 


' port, R. I., for special duty in the 


state department Incident.to his rep- 
resentation of the United States at the 
conference of the naval powers of the 
world, held in London, .In the early 
part of 1909. He was taken 111 short- 
ly after his' arrival. 


Admiral Sperry was 63 years of age, 


having been born at Brooklyn Sept, 3, 
1S-I7, entering the navy in 1862. He 
reached the rank of rear admiral in 
1906 and retired on 'attaining the age 
of G2 in 1909, 


Rea'd Admiral Sperry had be<m as- 


signed to dirty at Newport on several 
occasions! ahd was at one time presi- 
dent of the naval war college. Since 
ills retirement he "had made his home 
in Newport. 
He Is survived by a 


widow and one son. 


Sperry was said to be the best In- 


formed officer In the navy on ques- 
tions of international law, and be- 
cause of his knowledge of iqternatlon- 
al law he represented the United 
States navy at one of The Hague con- 
ferences. 


The death of Sperry was a blow to 


the state department, 
which had 


counted much upon his assistance In 
perfecting a translation of what Is 
ktiown as the declaration of London. 


The agreement of the London con- 


ference was drawn up in French. It 
sets forth the various principles of 
maritime law to' be applied by the 
prize court at The Hague. 


Both Great Britain and the United 


States have translated the document, 
but there are discrepancies In im- 
portant particulars In the two transla- 
tions. Sperry had been summoned to 
Washington for the purpose of recon- 
ciling the differences before the docu- 
ment is submitted to the United States 
senate. 


Admiral Sperry has been called thS 


"Tartar of the Navy." Nor is there 
any doubt about 'his having been 
stickler for the best form in naval af 
fairs. 
At Annapolis and at Newpor 


he was a strict instructor, keen 
read the characters of those who wer 
under his Instructions and merciles 
with the would-be shirker. 
But th 


boy or man who was anxious to ad 
vance, who really wanted^ to learn 
ever found In him a wealth of frlendl 
assistance. He was a square man. 


His sailors loved him. 
Men wh 


served under him always sps'ak of hin 
In the highest terms. They never ex 
pected him to crack jokes, but they 
liked the way he ran his ship. 
Ani 


they more than once found that he hac 
a very human side. 


When he left in 1909 the active iis 


of the navy, the service lost one o 
its most efficient officers, for he wa 
a recognized authority on tactics and 
a brilliant strategist.
